Magma that erupts from F N 4 
a volcano is called lava. \ \ 
It is very thick and 


spreads in slow-moving 
flows. Lava flows can be 
hundreds of metres deep. 
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Erupting volcanoes spew out huge 


amounts of ash and dust. This ash is 
hot, choking and can cover the 
surrounding area in a thick, grey layer.
